In the Senate measure, there was 
stricken out reference to the $1 a 
day wage that would be paid men 
‘enlisted in a civilian conservation 
corps and instead the President 
was given power to put an em- 
ployment plan in operation. Sena- 
tors understood, however, that he 
would be free to go ahead with his 
plan as originally proposed. 

Proposed $80 Maximum. - 

Connery, who had opposed the 
President’s plan on the ground 
that the $1 a day wage would have 
a bad effect on the wage scale for 
unskilled labor had proposed in his 
measure that wages up to $80 a 
month be paid the men. | 

The House Committee, after re- 
jecting the substitute proposed » by 
Connery, approved a measure simi- 
lar to that agreed on by the Sen- 
ate Committee. 

The Connery substitute would 
have established a minimum 
monthly wage of $50 to single and 
$80 to married men, or men with 
dependents. The proposal as origi- 
nally introduced set $30, and the 
substitute finally accepted by 
House Committee on a 15-to-5 vote 
would propose nq menimum.

on the public domain and Govern- 
ment reservations as the President 
may determine to be Geéirabie.”

Result of Manchurian Report. 

The Privy Council's action came 
five weeks after the Cabinet voted 
to withdraw if the League adopted 
the report on Manchuria, which it 
‘was then considering. The report 
censuring Japan for its seizure of 
Chinese territory in the name of 
the state of Manchukuo, and urging 
nations of the world to refuse rec- 
ognition to the Manchukuan Gov- 
ernment was adopted unanimously 
Feb. 24. 

The message said “the Japanese 
Government has come to the con- 
clusion that it can no longer co- 
operate with the League,” but it 
added that Japan hoped to continue 
co-operating with other nations in 
world peace movements. 

This echoed words of Yosuke 
Matsuoka, who was Japan’s special 
counsel during the League debate 
over Manchuria, when he led_ the 
Japanese delegation out of the as- 
sembly meeting at which the report 
was adopted. 

By that action Japan refused to 
co-operate in the League’s plan for 
.a Conciliation Committee, including 
the United States and Russia, to 
direct negotiations between Japan 
and China for a settlement. 

‘Japan’s withdrawal comes as a. 
climax to a dispute that began 
shortly after Japan seized Mukden,

The Henry Shaw gold medal, of- 
fered by Shaw’s Garden for the 
first time at the National Flower 
and Garden Show which attracted 
about 40,000 persons to the Arena 
vesterday and last night, was 
awarded to George H. Pring, super- | 
intendent of the garden, for his “St. | 
Louis” tropical water lily. | 

“The new yellow lily is truly re-| 
markable. It is worthy in all re-| 
spects of this most coveted honor,” 
Arno Nehrling of Richmond, Ind., 


one of the juages, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. The judges, 
after viewing the lily and other | 
new flowers and plants at the} 
show, spent yesterday morning at) 
Shaw’s Garden for a closer scrutiny | 
of the “St. Louis.” 

Horticulturists have declared that 
Director Moore of Shaw’s Garden 
made the requirements so — strict 
that probably no candidate could 
be found for the new award in 
three years out of four. It de- 
mands a new plant or flower scor- 
ing more than 90 points and suit- 
able for the amateur. 

‘How Plant Developed. 

The “St. Louis” is the first yellow 
hybrid. in a day-blooming tropical 
lily. Its parents are the pure white 
“Mrs. George H. Pring,” created at 
the garden, and the yellow African 
lily found by the garden two years 
ugo after a 12-year search. 

There was no evidence that yel- 
low existed in a true Nymphaea lily 
except the parts of a dried flower 
sent the Berlin herbarium 40 


years ago from Africa by a botanist | 


named Stuhlmann. In a line of 
eight world-famous hybrids, Pring 
had reached the end of his tether in 
new combinations of the available 
colors, white, pink and blue. 

When a British botanist sent the 
vellow lily to the garden, it was 
thought to be the “lost yellow lily” 
of Stuhlmann. A card on the lily 
exhibited at the show, however, dis- 
closes that it was a new variety. 
Director Moore sent to Berlin for 
exhaustive data on the original, 
and comparison with the lily here 
disclosed differences perceptible 
only by the scientist. They were suf- 
ficient, however, to distinguish the 
species, and the newly found one 
was named the “Burttii,”’ in honor 
of the botanist who found it. 

At the show also it was disclosed 
that a United States patent was 
granted Feb. 28 on the flower’s 
color. The precise shade is de- 
scribed, according to Ridgeway 
charts, as “pale viridine yellow.” 
The Burttii is slightly darker, a 
primose yellow, but the flower is 
smaller and the plant is less vigor- 
ous, 

New Roses on Display. 

Other new flowers on display at 
the show, which will continue from 
10 a. m. to 12 p. m. daily through 
next Sunday, include two fine 
roses. One, the “Better Times,” is 
a cerise pink, a sport of the Briar- 
cliff. Experts point to its surpass- 
ing firmness, texture and keeping 
qualities, and its luminous color- 
ing. It fills a gap, they say, in 
that older roses of similar color 


are less suited for the propagation 
demands of the commercial. grow- 
er.

the two propositions. A two-thirds 
majority will be required for adop- 
tion of*ethe twin bond measures. 
The propositions will be: listed 
briefly in the last of six columns on 
the blanket ballot. The preceding 
column will carry the Democratic, 
Republican, Socialist and Workers’ 
Communist tickets for city offices 
and the non-partisan ticket re 
Board of Education members, in 
the order named. 
After each propusition will be the 
words “Yes” and “No.” A _ voter 
favoring one of them will scratch 
“No,” and vice versa. The Charter 
amendments will be ahead of the 
bond proposals. 
While the propositions will not 
be numbered individually on the 
ballot, the Charter amendmerits are 
designated as Nos. 10 and 11, nine 
amendments’ having been adopted 
in the past. No. 10 combines nu- 
merous changés intended to correct 
inequities in the condemnation sys- 
tem or improve practices. No. 11 
proposes a new method of financing 
condemnations. 


To Alter Condemnation Methods. 


The principal features of No. 10 
are 

Establishment of a permanent 
condemnation commission of 
three qualified persons, appoint- 
ed by all the Circuit Judges in 
general term, to determine bene- 
fits and damages. They would 
have to report on each case 
within a fixed time, not exceed- 
ing 90 days, unless the court. 
granted an extension. Many ob- 
jections to the condemnation sys- 
tem have centered on the present 
practice of naming separate 
commissions for each case, and 
the delay of thése commissions 
in reporting. 

Publication of notice of a pro- 
posed benefit district in a daily 
newspaper and by notices posted 
in the district. The only notice 
now is in the City Journal, which 
few citizens see. 

Submission of a preliminary 
estimate of benefits and dam- 
ages to the Board of Aldermen 
by the Board of Public Service, 
as part of a scheme to guard 
against excessive damages. 

Provision for annual install- 
ment payments of benefit as- 
sessments with one year of grace 
without interest after date of 
‘judgment so that physical work 
may be finished before benefit 
tax bills become Celinquent. 

Authority for the issuance of 
improvement bonds, not to ex- 
ceed 85 per cent of the benefits 
in any case, to help finance dam- 
age payments; also authority to 
sell benefit judgments at a dis- 
count not exceeding 10 per cent 
as a means of financing damages. 

Permission to combine a 
change of grade action with a 
condemnation suit to save time 
or expense. 

Various minor changes are 
proposed as part of the plan to 
expedite condemnation proceed- 


ings. 
Street Widening. 

Amendment No. 11 would change 
the scheme of paying for opening 
or widening major streets. The 
system has been to charge the 
greater part of the damages for 
property taken as benefits against 
property in a district surrounding 
the improvement. The amendment 
would require that benefit assess- 
ments be based on increased busi- 
ness availability of residence desir- 
ability of the property assessed. 

It would limit benefits to prop- 
erty abutting on the major street 
and would limit the total of benefits 
to 15 per cent of the total damages. 
Fifty per cent of the cost would be 
met from city gasoline taxes—(the 
tax is now % cent a gallon, pro- 
ducing about $450,000 a year). The 
balance of 35 per cent or more of 
the cost would come from general 
city revenue. 

Bond Propositions. 

THe bond propositions are to re- 
peal a $1,500,000 item of the 1923 
bond issue, which had been  in- 
tended for a northeastern rail ap- 
proach of the Municipal Bridge, 
and authorize an issue of this 
amount for bonds for the Negro 
Hospital. This would not increase 
the existing potential bonded in- 
debtedness of the city or affect the 
sinking fund tax rate as contem- 
plated under the 1923 bond issue. It 
was decided several years ago that 
the northeastern rail approach was 
not desired. The fund would enable 
the city to give the Negro hospital, 
now under way, at Whittier street 
and Kennerly avenue, a capacity of 
600 instead of 300 patients and pro- 
vide other needed facilities. 

Separate votes are necessary on 
the two questions involved in the 
bond proposal—one to repeal the 
original authorization and the oth- 
er to issue the bonds for the Negro 
hospital. 

A Citizens’ Charter Amendment 
Committee is campaigning for the 
amendments. The Republican City 
Committee and the city administra- 
tion favor the amendments and the 
bond proposals. The Democratic 
City Committee has approved the 
bond propositions but has not acted 
on the Charter changes.

SAN SIMEON, Cal., March 27.— 
America hasn’t had a visitor in 
years with the motion picture po 
tentialities of George Bernard 
Shaw, famous English playwright. 
Seventy-seven years old, as straight 
as an arrow, as slim as a stripling 
of 19, with the pink cheeks of a 
girl, Bernard Shaw had all the 
guests at the Hearst ranch sitting 
at his feet. 

Riding horseback, playing tennis 
and swimming in the pool were all 
forgotten while the feminine guests 
sat and listened. Shaw held court 
while he drank his tea. 

His wit is sharp, but it lacks the 
venom so often attributed to him. 

With equal equanimity he dis- 
cussed world disarmament, the gold 
standard, what's wrong with the 
movies, sex appeal and stage celeb- 
rities of the last 60 years, always 
with the same disarming twinkle 
in his clear blue eyes. 

Suggests Riding a Zebra. 


There were 40 guests at San | 
Simean, the oldest being Shaw. He | 


was the first up in the morning. I 
found him looking at the eagies, a 
part of the menagerie on the ranch. 
I heard him express regret that 
one of the young lady guests was 
so commonplace as to choose a 
horse when she might ride a zebra. 

“Is it true, Mr. Shaw,” I asked 
him, “that you will refuse to let 
any of your plays be filmed?” 

“Certainly not,” he said. “I am 
extremely anxious to have them all 
filmed before I die. But the stu- 
dios are not yet doing the class of 
work my plays require. Most of 
them still think that a play is only 
a movie with spoken sub-titles.” 

I told Shaw that Charlie Chaplin 
had always wanted to play “Ham- 


stage and the screen are fairyland; 
and whoever lets the audience into 
its secrets is a traitor to dramatic 
art. The rehearsal room should be 
more sacred than the confessional. 
As to those films which gave false 
pictures of the work behind the 
seenes to pander to the Paul Prys 
who think that it is dirty work and 
that the artists are dirty people, 
they are dishonorable and disgust- 
ing; and their authors should be 
drummed out of the profession.” 

One of the guests, a young scen- 
ario writer, asked the playwright 
for some professional advice. 

“There is only one _ infallible 
maxim,” said Shaw. “The moment 
you have finished your play, begin 
another. Don’t bother about its 
production; that is not your busi- 
ness. Keep writing. Accumulate 
copyrights. I had 10 plays waiting 
for production before I became a 
recognized playwright.”

I innocently asked him whether 
his friend Gene Tunney was not the 
original of Cashel Byron in his 
prizefighting novel. 

“Young woman,” he said solemn- 
ly, “Cashel Byron was superannuat- 
ed before you or Gene was born. 
Corbett, who died a few weeks ago 
as an elderly man, played Cashel 
Byron when he left the ring for 
the stage.”

Senator Clark’s Proposed Amendment. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N MARCH 15 Senator Bennett C. 
Ocirx offered an amendment to the 
act relating to the veterans, wherein he 
proposed that “the rate of pension or 
compensation of each person receiving 
pension or compensation after the date 
of enactment of this act is hereby re- 
duced by 25 per cent.” 

It will be remembered that Commander 
Johnson of the American Legion, after 
the passage of the economy bill was as- 
sured in the House, stated that the Le- 
gion would be willing to recommend a 
general reduction of 25 per cent on all 
veterans’ benefits, although previously 
the official heads of the Legion had 
taken the position that veterans’ com- 
pensation should not be reduced one pen- 
ny; in fact, they were asking that pen- 
sion benefits should be further liber- 
alized. 

Therefore, Senator Clark, in offering 
this amendment, was probably following 
the suggestion of the head of the Legion, 
which would not in any way have met 
the situation for three reasons: First, be- 
cause it would have left on the rolls hun- 
dreds of thousands of veterans whose 
disabilities are not in any way the result 
of war service; second, such an amend- 
ment would have reduced the pension of 
the war-disabled veteran who is deserv- 
ing of the pension, and might have in- 
flicted injury on such veteran; third, a 
percentage reduction would have made 
it very easy, when the strain on the 
country is somewhat lessened, to remove 
the reduction, thus restoring the full 
benefits heretofore allowed, including 
both the war and non-war disabled. 

Therefore, it seems to me that Sen- 
ator Clark in offering this amendment, 
was merely aiding Commander Johnson 
in his wholly insincere suggestion for a 
reduction, Furthermore, he was doing 
the really deserving veteran a disservice, 
as the effect of this amendment would 
have benefited the non-war-disabled vet- 
eran at the expense of the war-disabled 
veteran, for whom probably there should 
be no reduction.

Missouri. This is because of the relative- 
ly advanced stage of truck regulation in 
Missouri. 

Missouri common-carrier trucks operat- 
ing on the highways are under the reg- 
ulation of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, and among the requirements im- 
posed by the commission is full insur- 
ance coverage, Naturally, every possible 
mechanical precaution is required in or- 
der to obtain insurance, and without in- 
surance the trucks may not operate. For 
example, the insurance arrangements 
inade by this association for its members 
call for a regular monthly mechanical in- 
spection, in which brakes, lights and all 
other mechanical parts are given thor- 
ough inspection. Since the greater por- 
tion of accidents are due to mechanical 
failures, this is the surest way to bring 
about maximum public safety. 

As a matter of fact, the National Safety 
Council states that the number of trucks 
involved in fatal accidents has decreased 
12 per cent in the face of a 50 per cent 
increase in passenger car accidents, and 
draws the conclusion that the profession- 
al driver is learning the lesson of safety 
more effectively than is the uncontrolled 
private driver.

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THE APPALACHIAN COALS DECISION. 

The recent decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Appalachian Coals, Inc., has been hailed in 
many quarters as a victory for the forces that have 
been trying to break down the anti-trust laws. 

Appalachian Coals is a selling agency organized by 
137 producers of bituminous coal, controlling about 
7 per cent of production in the Appalachian field. 
The Government sought to dissolve it, on the ground 
that it was in violation of the Sherman Act. ‘ The 
Government won its case in the District Court, but 
the Supreme Court, with only Justice McReynolds 
dissenting, overruled the lower court and ordered 
the dismissal of the suit. The District Court, how- 
ever, is to retain jurisdiction in the case, and is 
authorized to set aside the decree and take further 
proceedings in case of violation of the Anti-trust Act. 

The decision of the Supreme Court is based prin- 
cipally on two propositions: First, that as a com- 
bination of competing companies, which eliminated 
competition among themselves, was allowed by merg- 
er in the case of the United States Steel Corporation, 
an agreement between competing companies for the 
same purpose should not be forbidden; second, that 
as the purpose of the Appalachian Coals is to improve 
conditions in the industry and to eliminate unsound 
practices, and not te raise prices, it is not guilty of 
any illegal act. There is an element of inconsistency 
in these two propositions that not even the skiliful 
judicial reasoning of Chief Justice Hughes can alto 
gether eliminate. 

In the first proposition, the court is drawing the 
logical conclusion from the unfortunate reasoning 
that underlay the famous Steel Trust decision of 
1920, when it was held that a giant corporation 
could, without violating the Sherman Act, unify the 
price practices of hitherto competing companies. In 
the Trenton Potteries case of 1927, the court held 
that competing companies could not agree to follow 
a uniform price policy. To smaller business men it 
seemed unjust that a great corporation could legally 
exercise control over prices in an industry, whereas 
smaller companies acting together were forbidden to 
do the same thing. On the basis of protection of the 
public, the Pottery decision was sound, but taken in 
connection with the Steel decision, it discriminated 
against smaller business. Although the court specific- 
ally states in the present case that the Trenton Pot- 
teries decision involved a different principle because 
there was a clear intent to fix prices, many persons 
interpret the coal decision as meaning that the ju- 


idicial attitude toward agreements among independent 


companies is hereafter to be less stern. 

It is true that our highest court absolved the Steel 
Corporation from the charge of monopoly. But in the 
light of the disclosures in the Pittsburgh-plus hear- 
ings before the Federal Trade Commission on price 
discrimination in the steel industry, and thé common 
knowledge as to the rigidity of steel prices in the 
present depression, an appeal to the legal blameless- 
ness of the Steel Corporation as justification for com- 
bination by independents will satisfy only those who 
strive for formal logic. ° 

The court’s second proposition, that there is no evi- 
dence of illegal intention on the part of Appalachian 
Coals, is one that the lay mind can grasp more easily. 
In the coal industry, as in many other industries, 
there is a place for an organization to standardize 
selling methods, and to eliminate secret discrimina- 
tions and unfair practices. If that is all that Appa- 
lachian Coals plans to do, it can have a useful life 
and remain on friendly terms with the Department 
of Justice. 

The record of similar associations in other industries, 
however, is one that may well arouse suspicion in 
the public mind as to the activities of such “stabiliz- 
ing” organizations. Price discriminations, affecting 
particularly consumers in the Middle West, were part 
of the policy of the Hardwood Lumber and Linseed 
Oil Open Price Associations, which were declared {l- 
legal by the Supreme Court. Although the Cement 
Association, due in part to the failure of the Depart- 
ment of Justice to present its case properly, Was up- 
held in the Supreme Court, the price policy in that 
industry is notorious. Missouri: users of cement are 
familiar with the situation, to their cost. The Cop- 
per Export Association, organized under the Webb- 
Pomerene Act for the purpose of promoting foreign 
trade, rigged the price of copper. Its activities were 
an open secret, which the whole country, with the 
exception of Mr. Mitchell’s Department of Justice, 
shared. : 

Those who claimed that the court’s action in the 
coal case paves the way for a general breakdown of 
the anti-trust laws overlook the conditional form in 
which the decision is framed and the significance 
of the order that the lower court is to retain jurisdic- 
tion. Until the court has occasion to pass on the 
practices of Appalachian Coals, the importance of this 
decision remains in doubt. Future developments de- 
pend on the action of the organization and the atti- 
tude of official Washington. We cannot believe that 
the new Department of Justice would permit the 
scandals of cement and copper to be repeated in coal. 
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After his testimony before the Senate committee, 
everybody knew that Banker Mitchell was on his way 
out, and a good many are now suspecting he is on 
his way in. 
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SCIENCE DISCOVERS THE OBVIOUS. 

Our friends the scientists are diligent persons and 
for the most part illuminating, but at times they go 
to needless work to discover the obvious. Take the 
case of Jimmie and Johnny, blue-eyed twins of a New 
York taxi driver. When they were 20 days old, a 
psychologist took charge of their development. Every 
two hours through the day Johnny is run through a 
set of exercises designed to acquaint him with the 
world. Jimmie, on the other hand, goes unmolested. 
He puts in his time as he sees fit. Now, after 11 
months, comes the first report. Hold a toy at the 
top of the fourth step and Johnny will knit his brow 
and toil upward to the goal. He will work labori- 
ously up an incline to obtain a bright object. Frown- 
ing, he will paddle his way across a small pool. Not 
so untutored Jimmie. He hasn’t a ghost of an idea 
about how to get up the steps, is baffled by the 
incline and is at sea in the pool. But ignorance is 
bliss. Jimmie has a corking good time. No knitted 
brows for him. He laughs merrily, shakes his curly 
locks and disposes of his dilemmas by forgetting 
them. Therefore,.concludes the psychologist, the 
carefree manner belongs t6 him who is uninformed, 
learning brings with it the weight of responsibility. 
And that, we submit, is something the rest of us 
knew all along. As between the two, our choice is 
Jimmie. Let him hang on to his wild abandon as 
long as he can. The cares of this reeling old world 


|will bear down soon enough. Furthermore, science 
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has little to do when it hastens their visitation on 


his infant brother. Breathes there a grown-up (ex-, 


cepting psychologists) with soul so dead as not to 
agree? 


A DISGRACEFUL MEASURE. 

Senator Buford’s public utility bill, otherwise known 
as the Great What-Is-It of this legislative session, has 
passed the Senate upon reconsideration, and now goes 
to the House. In that body it will meet with a hot 
reception from Representative Maxey and others who 
regard it as a creature spawned by the Power Trust 
out of Democratic patronage. 

The Buford bill rewrites the whole Missouri utility 
law, and no one has yet been found who understands 
it fully. It is presumed to contain jokers of all kinds. 
Its author, whose mordant sense of humor is a direct 
defiance to all the decent elements in the Legislature, 
describes it as a bill for the relief of the Democratic 
party. In other words, in addition to the vast num- 
ber of jobs already at the disposal of Gov. Park, it 
creates still more jobs, no one knows how many. 

Under the Buford bill, the Missouri Public Service 
Commission would be scrapped for an entirely new 
commission, to be composed, presumably, of “deserv- 
ing” Democrats who are not ugamenable to the de- 
sires of the public utility companies. The bill de- 
prives St. Louis of power to regulate and license 
busses and service cars, a power which has been zeal- 
ously guarded by this city and which has received 
the approval of the State Supreme Court. Notwith- 
standing this affront to St. Louis, four St. Louis Sen- 
ators—Kinney, Brogan, Doran and Depelheuer—voted 
for it. 

Representative Maxey terms the bill an “iniquitous 
measure” and says: “It gives the utilities many ad- 
vantages they do not now have and to which they 
are not entitled, and it deprives the people of rights 
they now enjoy. From the standpoint of public pol- 
icy, it is bad, and from the standpoint of the Demo- 
cratic party, it is bad. . . . It would be a disgrace 
for the Legislature to take action which would put 
the Power Trust brand on the Democratic party in 
Missouri.” 

Mr. Maxey’s words may well be heeded by the 
House. For the Great What-Is-It to get through the 
Legislature would be the final straw to break the 
back of public indignation at a session which has 
already set a new low in Missouri history. We have 
learned to expect little from the Legislature in the 
way of worthwhile legislation. But if it goes to the 
other extreme and attempts to saddle so vicious a 
proposal as Buford’s on the State, woe betide it! 
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IN GEORGIA. 

Our distinguished contemporary, the Atlanta (Ga.) 
Constitution, undertakes to reply to an editorial in 
which we wondered “how many more of the Zan- 
gara type are roaming at large.” The Atlanta paper 
assures us there are no Zangaras roaming in Georgia 
because the moment an anarchist or a Communist 
appears in that State, he is' pounced upon by the 
authorities. The Constitution cites the case of the 
luckless Communist Negro, who. recently was sen- 
tenced to a term of 18 to 20 years in prison, not be- 
cause he killed anyone or had any intention of do- 
ing so, but because he had radical literature in 
his possession. 

We fear, however, that the Georgia system would 
not have worked in the case of Zangara. He was 
not a Communist or an anarchist, but a member of 
the Republican party, registered as such in his home 
town. In view of this, perhaps the Georgia author- 
ities will extend to the few Republicans that exist 
down there the campaign they are waging against 
radicals. A few more chain gangs in that enlight- 
ened commonwealth will not make much difference. 
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PROTECTING THE PEOPLE’S HEALTH. 

Sensational charges are made in “100,000,000 
Guinea Pigs,” a recent book dealing with poisons and 
dangerous impurities allegedly found in foods and 
drugs sold openly on the market. Were it not for 
the sound technical reputations of its authors, 
Arthur Kallet and F. J. Schlink, the first impulse 
would be to dismiss the volume as a collection of 
wild exaggerations. The writers, however, present 
case histories and analyses galore to back up their 
charges, giving a mass of evidence that cannot fail 
to impress the reader. Persons who read the book 
will not rest easily until the truth or falsity of these 
statements has been publicly demonstrated, and until 
steps have been taken to correct whatever abuses are 
verified. 

The writers lay responsibility for conditions at the 
door of the administration of food and drug Jaws, 
which, they say, “has been characterized by inex- 
cusable official indifference and negligence.” So far 
as this applies to Federal supervision, the duty of 
remedying the condition lies before the new Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, Mr. Wallace. The charges have 


been hotly denied by officials of the Food and Drug}. 


Administration, but so far-reaching are the allega- 
tions that mere denials will not suffice to satisfy the 
public. The New Deal should extend to the people’s 
health as well as to their economic welfare, and we 
believe that it will. It is apparent that the situation 
needs closer inspection of commodities, stronger en- 
forcement of the law and more drastic penalties. 
With the co-operation of Congress and Mr. Wallace, 
the necessary reforms can be accomplished. The peo- 
ple, we believe, have confidence in him. They have 
never had confidence in his predecessor since the 
corn sugar ruling. 
COMMUNISTS AND THE CITY £LECTION. 

As our readers know, the Post-Dispatch is against 
Communism, its methods and aspirations. We are 
heartily in favor, however, of the ruling of Circuit 
Judge Calhoun which will permit a local Communist 
political organization, known as the. Workers’ Com- 
munist party, to have candidates on the ballot in the 
city election. We have enough faith in St. Louis to 
believe that Messrs. Benz and Wigfall, the Workers’ 
Communist candidates for Mayor and Comptroller, 
will find few voters inclined to support their cause. 
The surest way to foster anti-American principles is 
to give those who hold such views an excuse for feel- 
ing that they are being persecuted for their beliefs. 
The surest way to let such agitators spend themselves 
harmlessly is to give them the opportunity to find 
out how few people favor what they propose. The 
philosopher Voltaire was a Frenchman who died be- 
fore our Constitution was written, yet he stated the 
basic principle of American freedom when he de 
clared: “I disagree with what you say, but I will de- 
fend to the last your right to say it.” . 
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While on his trip around the world, George Ber- 
nard Shaw should drop in on Popilania.

doubled. How did this occur? For the 

very simple reason that most of the 
world not only abandoned the gold stan- 
dard—it stopped bidding for gold. Gold 
therefore moved to the few places where 
it was freely purchased, The low demand 
reduced its value. The value of® gold is 
determined by world supply and world de- 
mand, not by location. 

Beginning in 1925, there were gradual ef- 
forts to return to the gold basis. Americans 
took a leading part in urging and financ- 
ing this return, not realizing that the re- 
turn of demand for gold would raise its 
value and cause a price collapse. France 
returned to the gold basis June 25, 1928, 
and the gold panic was soon on. It is still 
here. 

The gold standard was never fully re-es- 
tablished. The rise in the value of gold 
caused such a calamity that the effort 
to re-establish it had to be stopped, and 32 
countries have now suspended gold pay- 
ments. The United States is the only im- 
portant country which is attempting to 
maintain its pre-war currency. 

World monetary gold stocks in 1914 
amounted to 388,000,000 ounces. In 1928, they 
were 537,000,000 .ounces, an increase of 38 
per cent. Many persons have been misled 
by this increase. They say the gold supply 
is larger than ever before, and therefore 
must be large enough. This is just as logi- 
cal as to say that a boy’s suit is the largest 
one he ever had, and therefore must. be 
large énough. World business has not 
been increasing at its pre-war rate since 
the war broke out. Otherwise, there would 
be a gregt deficiency in gold, even for pre- 
war prices. 

World production of all basic commodities 
increased only 38 per cent from 1914 to 1928. 
aoe is exactly the same as the increase in 
gold. 

There was just enough gold in 1928 to 
support pré-war prices if gold were used 
with pre-war efficiency. But prices in En- 
gland were 45 per cent above pre-war, and 
in the United States they were 41 per cent 
above pre-war. The pre-war relationship is 
now restored with prices at 90 when pre- 
war is 100. A price level below the pre-war 
relationship to gold was to be expected be- 
cause of price momentum and inefficiency 
in the use of gold.

If all the former gold-using countries re- 
turn to the gold basis, and if the United 
States continues to maintain its present 
monetary standard, it is t6 be expected that 
commodity prices will average below pre- 
war for the next 10 years. Extremely vio- 
lent price fluctuations may be expected as 
each country attempts to secure and main- 
tain more than its pre-war share of the 
world’s gold supply. Each country needs 
about 50 per cent more than its pre-war 
share of the total. 

Gold production fell very low in the war 
period. Some persons have made the mis- 
take of the recovery and calling 
it increase in gold production.

(3) It 
assumes that a gold supply sufficient for 
pre-war prices is sufficient for business 
needs. Business became adjusted to a price 
level about 50 per cent above pre-war. To 
support such a price level would call for 
gold stocks equal to the normal supply, 
plus 50 per cent, 

Gold is an important industrial commod- 
ity, the use of which increases at about the 
same rate as other basic commodities, To 
keep pace with the growth of industry, gold 
stocks need to increase about 3.15 per cent 
per year. In order to have this increase, it 
is necessary to mine about 5.6 per cent of 
the stocks, because a considerable part of 
the production goes for industrial uses. With 
gold stocks at 577,000,000 ounces in 1931, 
production of about 32,000,000 ounces would 
be required to take care of normal indus- 
trial use and add 3.15 per cent to stocks. The 
actual production is about three-quarters 
of this amount. If deflation is carried out, 
the next generation may have inflation from 
high gold production, but such production 
is not in sight. 

World gold stocks are now about suffici- 
ent t support pre-war prices with the world 
back on a gold basis and gold used with 
pre-war efficiency. With monetary chaos, 
efficiency is not to be expected, Individuals, 
banks and nations demand high reserves, 
If the price level were adjusted to the gold 
supply, the production is about sufficient to 
cause prices to decline 1 per cent per year. 

. * . 


Most of Europe has reduced the weight of 
gold in the monetary unit. It is probable 
that England and the 31 other countries 
that have suspended the gold standard will 
do the same, If so, this will leave the 
United States as one of the very few coun- 
tries that attempt to maintain the pre-war 
price of gold regardless of the supply of 
it or demand for it. 

By reducing the weight of gold in the dol- 
lar, any desired price level can be estab- 
lished. The future course of prices would 
depend on the future supply of gold and 
future demand for gold. Re-valuation is 
a simple emergency measure. It does not 
make provision for future stability. The 
question may well be raised as to whether 
the time has not come for the adoption of 
@ more ‘stable measure of value.

The cannon ball was propelled only by the 
small charge behind it which was just sufficient to 
lob the 9 Ib. ball over to the strong man.

Central Trades Urged to Press 
for Ratificatien of Child 
Labor Amendment. 


The Central Trades and Labor 
Union in its bi-weekly meeting yes- 
terday went on record as opposing 
the Jones-Hunger bill providing for 
the sale of property for delinquent 
taxes after one year. A resolution 
denouncing the bill was introduced 
by Charles E. Baird, president of 
the Beverage Dispensers’ Local No. 
51, and was passed. A telegram 
was sent to Gov. Park urging him 
not to sign it. 

The bill has passed both’ the 
House and the Senate and is await- 
ing action by the Governor. The 
resolution said that the bill, _ if 
passed, would “result in unjust 
treatment and untold hardship for 
thousands of hard-working but un- 
fortunate citizens.” Other delegates 
expressed surprise that the Legis- 
lature would even attempt to pass 
such a bill at this time. Under the 
present law taxes must be delin- 
quent for five years before the 
property can be sold.

SOCIALISTS CRT 
‘LABOR CAMP PROLET 


Conference Says ~ President’s 
Plan Is “One of Most Vicious 
Ever Conceived.” 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 27.—Social- 
ists made a double attack yesterday 


on President Roosevelt’s labor 
camp proposal, the Socialist and 
Labor Conference on Unemploy- 
ment making public a denunciatory 
resolution and the national party 
headquarters criticising the plan as 


inadequate. 


‘The party’s view was expressed in 
a statement by Morris Hiliquit, na- 
tional chairman, announcing  So- 
cialist support for a “continental 
congress for economic reconstruc- 
tion” which farm and labor leaders 
have called for May 6 and 7 i. 
Washington. 

Hillquit made public a resolution 
of the National Executive Commit- 
tee calling on all locals of the So- 
cialist party, “in the same spirit in 
which our revolutionary forebears 


waged a victorious cam 

political freedom,” to or aa 
leading to a greater revolution—an 
economic revolution. which will in- 
sure the realization of our right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness.” 

The Socialist and labor confer- 
ence on unemployment was said by 
Joseph Tuvim, its secretary, to rep- 
resent organizations with a total 
membership of 400,000. Its resolu- 
tion was sent to President Roose- 
velt, Senators Wagner and * Cope- 
land and a score of Representa- 
tives, 

The resolution Says that “a so- 
called. unemployment relief bill 
which proposes the creation of a 
civilian conservation corps which is 
to concentrate in camps about 
250,000 unemployed” provides that 
even the miserable rate of $1 a day 
is not guaranteed.” It says that 
“those joining the civilian  con- 
servation corps will be required to 
sign up for one year and will thus 
be forced to labor” and that the 
workmen will not be entitled .o 
compensation for injuries. The res- 
olution then declares:

I MONTREAL CHURCH 


15 Hurt as St. Jacques Catholic 
Edifice Burns—Incendiarism 
Suspected.

MONTREAL. Que., March 27.— 
Fire thought to have been of incen- 
diary origin yesterday destroyed 
St. Jacques Roman Catholic 
Church at St. Denis and St. Cath- 
erine streets. Fifteen persons, in- 
cluding six firemen, were injured. 
Damage was estimated at $300,000 
to $500,000. . 

Ten o’clock mass had just end- 
ed, and Abbe Oscar Valiquette was 
leaving the pulpit when cries of fire 
were heard in a gallery above an 
entrance. 

The flames spread quickly. Ush- 
ers directed. members of the audi- 
ence to leave withu.t disorder. The 
church had a capacity of more than 
2000 and was well filled. Several] 
women jumped from the balcony 
and were bruised.. Half an hour 
after the first alarm had been 
sounded, the roof fell, carrying the 
floor into the basement. 

Firemen said that on Saturday 
night an unidentified woman had 
visited the presbytery and warned 
officers of the church that 
building would be set afire. A watch 
was kept, but no suspicious actiy- 
ity was seen until the fire started. 
Several weeks ago a small fire 
had been discovered on the ground

floor beneath the balcony, where 
the blaze. started yesterday. 

The host and sacred vessels were 
saved. Insurance o. the building 
was $200,000. This was the fourth 
serious fire in Roman Catholic 
churches in Quebec Province in the 
last six months.

It is a gracious entry, but it is 
unjust to the Englishman, 
whose royal shyness is much 
misunderstood. To Americans 
emotions were given to express; 
to Englishmen, to suppress. An 
Englishman feels as deeply as 
an American, but he is less glib 
in saying so. One learns to 
value the gruff and even clumsy 
attitude of the Englishman, for 
still waters run deep. 

Nor is that all—familiarity is 
not always friendship; not by a 
long shot. One remembers the 
story told by President Wilson 
in his speech at Manchester, 
during his visit to England in 
1918. It was about an Amer- 
ican who slapped a man on the 
back as if he had been a long- 
lost brother. To which the 
man replied: “Really, I do not 
know your name, but your man- 
ners are familiar.” A back-slap- 
per may not be a friend at all. 

If Bennett had used the word 
fellowship instead of friend- 
ship, it would have been nearer 
the truth. To call a man by 
his Christian name is a token 
of pleasant, intimate compan- 
ionship, in which we Americans 
do excel our English friends. 
But in friendship, no. Some of 
us can bear witness to the beau- 
tiful, loyal, long-lasting friend- 
ship of English people, whose 
names are a rosary of memory 
and gratitude in our hearts.

If he can now  sécondarily’ bid 
spades or diamonds—an encourag- 
ing bid under these circumstances 
—you can safely bid five no trumps, 
tclling him that you want to be de- 
clarer and that he is to go to six 
no trumps if his hand contains an 
ace, and if each of his suits is 
headed by a card as good as a king 
or by Q J, the hand as a whole 
having one and one-half to two 
tricks, mostly in primary form. 
Your two no-trump rebid really 
tells him that you have a very 
strong no-trump type of hand with 
which you did not care to bid no 
trumps until you had news of the 
hearts. 
Suppose, on the other hand, that 
he bids a diamond or a spade over 
your club. Now you make a gentle 
slam try in view of your two aces, 
your fine allround strength and, 
specifically, your strong support for 
his suit. Your bid is three no 
trumps. This tells him that you 
have a powerful no-trump hand on 
which you first bid a club because 
of a weak spot, but it also tells him 
that this weak spot was not in his 
suit, otherwise you* could not bid 
three no trump (but only two) in 
reply to his one-over-one. With no 
additional values and a weak hand 
or weak suit, he must pass. You 
have told him that in your judg- 
ment the game is safe in no trumps 
though his suit does not fill out 
your weakness. However, he should 
respond to the slam try provided: 
(1) That his hand contains an ace: 
(2) That his suit is of five cards 
headed by at least the king or 
queen-jack ; 
(3) That his hand contains in all 
about two tricks, and that he has 
a face card in each of the unbid 
suits,

Peptic Ulcer 


URING the last 50 years a vast 
amount of work has been done 
by scores of capable scientists 
in the attempt to answer the prob- 
lem presented by peptic or stomach 
ulcer. They have tackled this prob- 
lem in all of its various phases, ex- 
perimentally, clinically and thera- 
peutically. 

They have attempted to deter- 
mine why the stomach does not 
ordinarily digest itself; why acute 
ly: developed ulcers tend to heal 
rapidly, while chronic ulcers fail 
to heal, or else when healed, tend 
to become active again. 

Basic to these considerations is 
the problem as to what causes ul 
cers. 

Approaching the problem th 

way; one is at once confronted with 
a.number of baffling observations. 
In this country it is found that 
men are more subject to the dis 
ease than women. In other parts 
of the world men and women are 
equally affected. 

In America ulcers In the duode 
num, the beginning section of the 
small intestine, are much more 
common than ulcérs in the stomach 
proper. In Europe the reverse ap 
pears to be the case. 

Ulcers of the duodenum are mol 

commonly found among those 
the 20s and 30s while gastric u> 
cers are found more commonly 
among those.in the third and fourth 
decades of life. 

There are other extremely inter 
esting phases to the ulcer problem. 
Thus, gastric ulcers usually cease 
to grow when they are about 4n 
inch in diameter. Duodenal ulcers 
are only half as large. ;
